Vamouver, British Columbia, July 19. 
Scores among a party of 175 policemen 
and ecsptables were injured, several 
seriousil¥, early today in a battle with 
severa: hundred infuriated Hindus on 
board the Japanese steamer Komogata 
Maru, n the harbor here. 

Showsrs of coal and other missiles 
rained from the ship on the official? 
force, which attempted to board the 
steamer from.a tug. In the face of 
the fire the attacking party re- 
treated and the attempt to board the 
steamer temporarily was abandoned. 

The Hindus braved the stream from 
a bic hose the tug turned on them 
and mercilessly pelted the officers with 
lumps of coal. Fire bricks and pieces 
of iron from what is believed to have 
been the wreckage of the engine room 
on the steamer followed. No shots were 
fired on either side. The Hindus had 
no firearms and the police refrained 
from using theirs. 

Cause of the Battle. 

The battle grew out of an satires 
to rid the harbor of the Japanese 
steamer on which 350 Hindus came to 
this port three months ago, only to 
have the Canadian itmmigration offi- 
cials refuse them admission to the 
country. Their claim of a right to 
land as British subjects was overruled 
by the courts, and the steamer was 
ordered to sail with them on board. 
The Hindus had been rebellious and 
several times attempted to land, but 
were prevented. 

As the steamer was without provi- 
sions, the Canadian authorities a day 
or two ago decided to put sufficient’ 
stores on board for the voyage to the 
Orient, whence the Komagata Maru 
came. Plans were matured carefully 
and early today the tug Sea Lion put 
out with the provisions and what was | 
deemed tos be a sufficient boarding 
force to overcome any opposition. The 
125 city policemen had revolvers and 
the special constables rifles. 

All the Hindus Armed. 

When within hailing distance of the 
Japanese vessel it was seen that every 
inch of space along the rail and on 
the deck and bridge was occupied by 
Hindus, armed each with a club or 
other weapon, while at the bow of the 
steamer a solid mass of humanity was 
congregated. 

The tug’s hose was made ready and 
back and forth along the rows of Hin- 
dus a stream was played. This form of 
attack was effective momentarily and 
the East Indians retreated. For a 
time it looked as if the boarders would 
carry through their program without 
serious trouble, but the situation quick- 
“ly changed.

Washington, July 19.—Raw cotton) 
exports reached a new record for value | 
during the fiscal year of 1914, during | 
which $610,000,000 worth of that staple 
was sent abroad. The exports were: 
worth $26,000,000 more than the high | 
record of 1911, preliminary figures an- ' 
nounced today by ‘the department of 
commérce show. While the value was 
greater, the quantity was less, only 
9,165,000 bales having been exported, 
against 10,675,446, the high record 
made in 1912. 

The average export price of raw cot- 
ton during the year was 12.8 cents a 
pound, as against 10.2 cents in 1912 
and 14.5 cents in 1911, the former high 
value year in cotton exports.

Suffrage Leader Is Optimistic 
Over the Outcome in 
the South. 


Washington, July 19.—“Any way you 
look at it, we are bound to win.” This 
confident assertion was made today by 
Miss Kate Gordon, of New Orleans, 
leader of the woman suffrage move- 
ment in the south. Miss Gordon spent 
last week in Washington interview- 
ing southern members of congress. 
She will address the Georgia legisla- 
ture next week. She was the guest 
at luncheon of Speaker Champ Clark 
while here. An avowed champion of 
the democratic doctrine of states’ 
rights, Miss Gordon believes that the 
organization of which she is president, 
the Southern conference, will be able 
to force the democratic party to in- 
sert a suffrage plank in its platform 
in 1916. 

Matter for the States. 

“The recent announcement of two 
great democratic leaders, Speaker 
Champ Clark and Secretary of State 
Bryan, that they will support equal 
suffrage in their respective states, will 
be of inestimable benefit to the cause,” 
said Miss Gordon. “I believe every 
thinking southerner will concur in the 
opinion of Champ Clark that suffrage 
is a matter for the states. It is to ma- 
terialize that opinion into fact that 
the Southern conference has been 
formed. 

“The Southern conference, realizing 
that euffrage is no longer a theory to 
be doubted but an issue to be met, is 
designed to prevent history from re- 
peating itself and having the suffrage 
issue involved in difficulties with 
which all southerners are familiar.

For Annual Encampment

Over a brigade of the National Guard 
of Georgia will encamp early next 
Wednesday at Camp Wheeler, on the 
outskirts of Augusta. The 1914 en- 
campment is joint with the United 
States army, and thorough and exten- 
sive drills and maneuvers are to be 
engaged in. 

Part of the Georgia troops encamped 
under state jurisdiction at St. Simons 
last year. Two years ago a brigade 
of Georgia troops encamped at Camp 
Pettus, near Anniston, Ala., which is 
the last joint encampment Georgia 
troops have participated in. 

General Order

organization in the state participating 
in this encampment preceded _ their 
commands to the camp site. Two men 
from each troop or company as well as 
a quota of officer®™were ordered ‘to 
precede their commands three days, 
and from all parts of the state they 
will leave their home stations early 
Sunday morning.

From time immemorial 
it has been considered almost suicidal to 
advocate any measure carrying with it a 
clause to collect taxes from the people. 
Hence, a goodly number of our political 
aspirants have taken for granted that to 
oppose this law was to get on the popular 
side, believing, as it were, to do so would 
ao them more popular with the rank and 

e. 

Now a word in defense of and as I view it, 
a righteous piece of legislation. I have not 
found a single land owner in my county who 
is paying at the rate of over fifty cents on 
the dollar of what he himself says his land 
is worth. 

This law will be the means, when fully 
tried out, of placing enough wunreturned 
property, personal and real, on the tax di- 
gest to pay the state’s entire indebtedness 
within a few vears. 

Every good citizen of Georgia ought to 
have enough state pride in the good name of 
our state to get it on a high plane of credit, 
which we-all know has not been the case 
in recent years. AS near as we can, let us 
equally pay our share for the upkeep of the 
state and all will end well. 

In an interview to one of the great daily 
papers of ottr state last year when this ques- 
tion was up I then said that I saw such 
merit in it that I would be willing to sacri- 
fice my political career if in doing so it 
would promote this cause, but I am happy 
to state that the advocates of this law are 
growing daily. Let us give this law a fair 
and impartial trial, then if found imprac- 
ticable let us repeal it, but first give trial 
before judgment.

Since the determination of congress to 
dispose definitely at this session, instead of 
next winter, of the so-called anti-trust, trade 
commission, railroad securities and allied 
measures, work has progressed on them 
with reasonable smoothness, with the ex- 
ception of one important feature, which 
seems to be attracting general anxious at- 
tention, particularly from the south and 
west.

There is, of course, a certain percentage 
of foreigners, even some of the English- 
speaking variety, who come to this country 
only in the spirit of speculation, with the 
determination to “live on the land,” to make 
their fortunes here, to contribute to govern- 
ment, society and thc expense of either as 
little as they can escape with and to return 
home with their accumulations to end their 
days. With this class there is, of course, 
little to be done in the way of compulsory 
assimilation, or in accelerating their sym- 
pathy with our institutions. With the aver- 
age immigrant the case is different. Even 
though he is past the school age, he is 
likely to appreciate the effort to familiarize 


adoption, and to take advantage of the in- 
creased facilities for communication thus 
afforded. 

As to compulsory naturalization, there 
may be room for doubt. Allegiance and 
loyalty should not be forced upon those who 
do not wish voluntarily to undertake it. At 
least, the men who make a living in this 
country should be forced to contribute their 
share to its support, if in no other form 
than a poll tax.

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State Board of Health 
Asks More Money to 
Safeguard Human Life 


All Along the Line 
With George Fitch 


Editor Constitution: The state board of 
health for many years has been running 
steadily behind. This is entirely due to 
the fact that we have spent about $45,000 
out of the $167,829.69 that has been appro- 
priated up to the first of this year in the 
equipment of a laboratory. This laboratory 
is one of the finest in the United States, and 
is not surpassed by any one in the entire 
country. The building up of this laboratory 
was absolutely necessary to carry out the 
requirements of the legislature; that is, the 
equipment was necessary to make the 
products they designated. Practically 
everything in this laboratory is of a perma- 
nent character, and can be used in the future 
so long as the state chooses to run a 
laboratory. 

Up to the first of the year we had done 
31,079 bacteriological examinations, which, if 
they had been made privately, would have 
cost at the very least $2 each, making 
$62,158 saved to the people of the state by 
the state board of health laboratory. 

We have treated 3,348 cases for the pre- 
vention of hydrophobia, with 11 deaths. 

We have distributed since the state board 


of health began 38,909,700 units of diphtherta 
antitoxin. 
Tetanus Antitoxin. 

In addition to this we have’ supplied 
1,446,500 units of tetanus antitoxin, and have 
distributed 412 doses of meningitis antitoxin, 
the greater part of which was made in our 
own laboratories, though some of it was 
bought, but given free to those calling for it. 

We have made 1,352 water analyses. 

We have given out the enormous number 
of 180,850 smallpox vaccine points, at a 
total actual cost to our board, as we do 
not make this product, of $11,442.44. In 
addition to smallpox vaccine we make 
meningitis vaccine, of which we 
520 doses during the year 1913, all of which 
was made in our own laboratories. Of still 
wreater value than either of these vaccines 
is undowbtedly our typhoid vaccine, which 
we have been making since July 1, 1912. 
Up to January 1, 1914, we had distributed 
13,369 doses, which would have cost the 
people of the state $6,684.50 at current 
prices, 

We are engaged in other 
of much importance, manufacturing 
other biological products in addition to 
those mentioned, and doing a great deal of 
publicity work.

increase in the work done 
by this department the legislature has 
steadily refused to increase our appropria- 
tion for the past three years, and we have 
reached the point where it is absolutely 
necessary for us to cut out altogether a 
part of our work or continue our activities 
as before, but only doing a small proportion 
of the work demanded of us. The circum- 
stances are that the former aliterna- 
tive is the only one that can be seriously 
considered, and if we do not receive the 
support: which we believe from our past 
performances we fully deserve, it will be

Investors generally are said 
to be confident that the country is turning 
a corner and that a new era of prosperity is 
dawning 

This optimistic spirit, which is not con- 
fined to any special ae but seems to be 
prevalent all over the United States, is a 
welcome omen for the immedisie futuce. 
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THE REPUBLIC OF PANAMA, 

The republic of Panama is a small side- 
show which occasionally attracts the atten- 
tion of tourists for a few minutes after they 
have finished viewing the big slash. 

Nobody sees much of Panama but the City 
of Panama, the flat arch which has fooled 
the earthquakes, and a few streets in Colon. 
But there is a good deal tv the country 
which will be discovered rapidly when fly- 
ing machines become a little more prac- 
ticable. It is 430 miles long and over 109 
miles wide in parts and has 33,000 square 
miles, most of which are unholstered with 
jungle so thick that it has to be tunnelled 
for footpaths. 

Panama enjoys a speaking acquaintance 
with both oceans. They are separated from 
each other by a spiny ridge of mountains, 
and until the United States got husy and In- 
troduced them they haven't mixed any more 
than old Washington society does with the 
official circles. Panama has had unlimited 
amounts of yellow fever and history ever 
since it was discovered in 1501. Shoot’ »* 


} up Panama was a favorite occupation w 
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Pirates in the gixteenth century. For alm 
one hundred vears it belonged to the Unt® 
States of Colombia, paying heavy dv 
theretn and getting nothing but a peculia 
sticky-fingered bunch of officeholders in 
turn. In 1903 it seceded with the aid of 
American gunboat and immediately sold t 
Panama canal rights for $10,000,000 a. 
$250.000 a year. . 

Ever since then Panama has been livir 
happily as a swhsidized gevornment. It h. 
$7,000,000 invested in New York real estat? 
gets enough from Washington each year 
pay most of its bills; calls on the Unite 
States for troops when necessary, and in 
dulges in agriculture instead of yellow fevei 
and malaria. That is what it gets for being 
so narrow. 

Panama has about 496,009 people who go 
out in the back yard and eat a banana when 
hungry. It has enough hardwood forests to 
concest it with millionaires if it had any 
railroads and a little American hustie to 
boot. It has now existed eleven years with- 
out a revolution and still has money iIn the 
bank which makes it one of the most per- 
manent of Central American republics. 


ARBITRATION. 
Arbitration is a process whereby two or 
more nations get together and discuss 
whether to shoot a hundred thousand men 
or let them die a natural death. 

This does not mean that the hundred 
thousand men have committed any crime. It 
means that the governments which they 
support have large armies and capable, as 
well as excitable, battleships. This makes 
it very difficult for these nations to discuss 
anything between each other in a peaceable 
manner. It as difficult as it is for two 
men, each armed with a pair of magazine 
revolvers, to settle a dispute over 
claim by. looking up the law. A nation which 
owns a battleship is iust like a small boy 
it stmoly has to fire at something now and 
then.

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THE BANANA, 

The banana is a_ soft, delicious fruit 
about the size of a policeman’s billy. It 
comes in bunches like trouble, and has made 
it possible for the Italian race to prosper in 
America. 

Bananas can now be purchased in this 
country wherever the nickel can be found. 
But forty years ago, they were a great 
rarity, and people gathered together around 
a banana for the privilege of peeling it and 
taking adventurous bites. It grows in the 
tropics and consists of a large plant with 
extensive leaves and a stalk in the middle 
which produces, when kindly treated. a 
bunch of bananas each year and sometimes 
throws in a tarantula or a small snake for 
xo00d measure. 

The banana is picked when green. but 
when kept long enough hecomes tender and 
melting. It {s almost as nutritious as beef. 
and in Africa has formed both dinner and 
dessert for millions of people ever since 
Africa was founded by Nature. 

In this country, the banana js still rated 
as a delicacy and is principally used by 
travelers to stave off starvation on way 
trains, and by small boys to combine pleas- 
ure and excitement. With 5 cents worth of 
bananas a small boy can eat himself into a 
warped and distended state and can also 
carpet a large section of sidewalk with the 
discarded skins. Stepping on a banana skin 
is one of the most disconcerting things that 
can happen in this country. Nothine can 
floor a man so quickly except possibly a 
letter which he once wrote to a trusted 
friend before he thought of running for 
office.

The af- 
fair, unfortunately by no means the 
first of its kind, drew from Bernhard a 
sharp order against such brutality. 
The order provided that e€ery case of

Improvement of Cotton Crop. 


The time is almost at hand when we 
are to begin gathering our 1914 cotton 
crop, and we shall be able to improve 
on the general excellence of the 1916 
crop in proportion to the interest we 
invest in the 1914 crop. The question 
of seed selection has been discussed 
in all periodicals, in bulletins and in 
the datty and weekly papers. All peo- 
ple know the of seed se- 
lection, and what it means in the way 
of improving the crop. They do not 
know where to take hold and conse- 
quently very little work is done. 

The improvers of cotton seed are few 
and far between. They study how to 
sell the seed sometimes more than they 
study how to improve the cotton. To 
have a definite object in view and to 
study how to improve some particu- 
lar phase of the cotton is what we 
must do in order to succeed. We all 
find in the beginning of such very care- 
lessly developed and improved varie- 
ties Every variety, however, now sold 
on the market, or that has ever been 
sold. has been developed by some cot- 
ton improver. Most of them were not 
improved by the improver, but were 
perhaps better at first. Some have 
been wonderfully improved and are our 
lending varieties today. 

The Average Improver. 


The average improver generally is 
some farmer who has learned through 
his neighbors that it pays to sell im- 
proved cotton seed, and he gets a new 

ariety and raises cotton and sells the 
phon Soon he enriches his land and 
makes better cotton than his neéigh- 
bors, and therefore feels that he has 
the claim of having originated another 
variety. The old seems to be improved, 
and he renames it, not telling anybody, 
of course, from what it originated. 
This seed trade that he has developed 
has given the new cotton breeder a 
name in the community, and he soon is 
forced to get his neighbor ‘s to help him 
grow cotton in ordér to supply his 
trade.

It also helps the| 
farmer in general to stock himself with 
better seed than he could get from his 
own farm. It helps to distribute our 
seed dealers over the country at large, 
where the farmer can see that improv- 
ed seed do better than those not im- 
proved.

This is the announcement Premier

Premier Asquith has been with the 
king at Portsmouth through the week- 
end and the king’s anxiety to get the 
difficulty settled resulted in the re- 
ported decision to call a conference. It 
is said the conference will meet prob- 
ably on Tuesday in London. The 
king will receive the delegates, but 
will not himself preside over the con- 
ference. 

The ministers are placing great re- 
liance in the persuasive powers of 
Chancellor Lloyd-George, who has been 
shunted temporarily from his financial 
duties to assist the prime minister in 
solving the Irish difficulty. Chan- 
cellor George’s business is to smooth 
the path between nationalists and lib- 
erals. 

It is understood the government is 
willing to go a considerable way in 
meeting the Carsonite demands, but is 
hampered by the unyielding attitude of 
the nationalists. 

The chancellor of the exchequer has 
conferred several times with John 
Redmond, the nationalist leader, in an 
endeavor to find points of common 
agreement.

Separate plots does not necessarily 
mean in plots tn different fields, but it 
Simply means keep them in some row 
or elsewhere to themselves where they 
can be labeled and studied during the 
entire season, so the !mprover can tell 
which does the best, and deserves best 
to be propagated. 

The other method is to find two 
good varieties each with a very desir- 
able quality and breed to get both 
qualities into one of the varieties. 

This is done by crossing the two va- 
rieties and then find in the offsprings 
some plant or plants that carry these 
two qualities. After this is done, there 
will be great difficulty in keeping the 
progeny of such plant from breaking 
up, and the two desirable qualities 
from separating and going back into 
different plants again as at the begin- 
ning.

Dun's report says: 

Actual progress im business }s still 
slow. yet with the trend in the right 
direction optimism is becoming more 
pronounced. The improvement in sen- 
timent is primarily due to the pros- 
pect of another year of bountiful har- 
vests, and the growth in confidence is 
especially manifest im the great agri- 
cultural sections of the country. Large 
crops will enhance the purchasing 
power of the farming community, and 
there is promise that this nation’s 
credit position abroad will be strength- 
ened by an extensive foreign demand 
for the products of the soil. Appar- 
ently. the outgo of gold to Europe has 
culminated and sterling exchange has 
steadily declined on increased offer- 
ings of commercial remittance and 
drawing of finance bills in anticipa- 
tion of shipments of domestic staples.

Both money and commercial paper 
are rather firmer, but rates average 
lower than a year ago. The most en- 
couraging feature of the general situa- 
tion is the further betterment in the 
fron and steel industry. which is grad- 
ually emerging from its former state 
of depression. Each week brings an 
increased volume of new orders to the 
millg and furnaces, and more business 
could be consummated were producers 
inclined to accept contracts for for- 
ward delivery at present prices. Ad- 
vances, however, are being asked, and 
this tends to check the revival of 
activity.

Bishop Candler asked the moral sup- 
port of Trinity’s congregation in the 
great undertaking of establishing the 
new university.

assistance in placing Emory college 
firmly upon its feet, and expressed 
again his thanks for the noble manner 
in which Atlanta responded at that 
time. He declared that he had every 
assurance that he would receive the 
same cordial support in his present 
undertaking. 

At the close of his sermon hundreds 
of members of the congregation came 
forward to grasp his hand, congratu- 
late him upon the stupendous task he 
has undertaken and assure him of their 
staunchest support.
